$12 MILLION CHEQUE 
HANDED TO CANADA 


OTTAWA, Dec. 31.—(CP)—France gave Canada 
a cheque for a little more than $12,000,000 today. 

Payable in Canadian funds, the cheque was hand- 
ed over to Finance Minister Abbott by Francisque 
Gay, French ambassador, in an informal ceremony in 
Mr. Abbott's office. Exact amount of the cheque was 
$12,198,006, 

The ceremony marked the first annual payment 
on a $242,500,000 loan made to France in April 1946, 
The loan runs for 30 years, 

Specifically made to help France get back on her 
feet after the war, the loan was one of a series made 
at that time to other European countries, including 
Belgium, Holland, Norway and the United Kingdom. 

So far only France has made repayment on prin- 
cipal, Others are making interest payments,

The future of any city with the magnifi- 
cent opportunities of Edmonton is so 
crowded with important things to be done 
that urgent objectives fairly jostle one an- 
other. 

Almost every phase of Edmonton’s de- 
velopment is a sharp challenge to imagina- 
tion and enterprise. 

But, difficult as it is to sort out the 
pressing civic objectives into an order of 
priority, it must be recognized that the 
projected civic survey comes very close 
to the top 

A man must have good tools with which 
to do a decent job. 

And administrative efficiency, modern 
methods, vigor of purpose and a clear idea 
of what is required are the tools with which 
a metropolitan Edmonton can be built, 

All these things can be secured by a 
comprehensive civic survey which means 
the application of wide professional experi- 
ence and knowledge to the immediate and 
long-term problems of this community. 

At the prolonged and vigorous insist- 
ence of The Edmonton Bulletin, the 1948 
council agreed unanimously with the prin- 
ciple of a civic survey. 

But that was four months ago. And Ed- 
monton is still waiting for the approbation 
of the survey to be translated into fact. 

Until that survey is begun, which 
should be no later than the first month 
of the New Year, almost every detail of 
civic progress must mark time. 

Edmonton's abominable streets and 
sidewalks, Edmonton's power and water 
distribution problems, Edmonton's sewage 
disposal problem all wait for adequate and 
final solution on this professional outside 
survey of Edmonton’s needs and methods.

establish professional town planning on a 
reputable and respected basis in this city. 

For far too long the commendable ef- 
forts of the Town Planning Commission to 
give a reasonable and thoughtful service 
in this regard have been treated with scant 
courtesy and sometimes with contempt by 
city officials. 

Until town planning is accepted as an 
integral and essential part of orderly civic 
growth there can be no development of a 
useful and beautiful civic centre. 

To a very large extent, also, the pro- 
vision of adequate hotel space in Edmon- 
ion depends upon a definite and authori- 
tative planning scheme. 

It is going to be exceedingly difficult 
to attract hotel capital to this city if there 
is going to be a dispute over location every 
time a new hotel is projected here. 

And hotel space is desperately needed. 

Every form of pressure must be exerted 
on the Canadian National Railways to en- 
large their Macdonald hotel extension to 
afford 300 or even 400 extra rooms 

Even at that, other hotels are needed. 

To properly serve the tourist and tran- 
sient trade, Edmonton requires between 
2,000 and 2,500 more hotel rooms right 
at this very moment.

All these are considerations vitally con- 
cerning the city administration. 

But there are other objectives for 1949 
which should engage the fullest attention 
of all Edmonton people. 

It is of the utmost importance, for in- 
stance, that Trans-Canada Airlines provide 
a direct main line service between Edmon- 
ton and Vancouver at the earliest possible 
moment 

This is the chief city of the province 
It is the terminus for all northern business. 

It is absurd and intolerable that Ed- 
monton and northern passengers should 
be left cooling their heels in southern junc- 
tions while they are served on'y by shuttle 
lines, 

The early completion of the Trans-Can- 
ada Highway through the Yellowhead 
route is another project of immediate and 
intimate interest to Edmonton people. 

Whatever sinister forces are operating 
against the development of this route, 
every organization in Edmonton should de- 
vote itself to promoting a full conscious- 
ness of its importance.

There is an ominous sound in 
the deep-throated roar of protest 
from German political leaders 
over the Ruhr agreement of the 
Western Allies 

It is disconcertingly reminis- 
cent of the situation after the 
First World War, Then a bitter 
Germany, defeated physically but 
not in spirit, forthwith set about 
preparing for the Second Worid 
War 

She wanted revenge —terri 
torial expansion — Deutschland 
uber Alles 

In a short score of years she 
had rearmed herself, and she 
struck 

It was the Ruhr which enabled 
the Hitlerized Germans to em 
bark on fresh aggression, That 
great industrial area, built across 
coal and iron fields, is the heart 
of Germany's war potential 

But the Rulr is more than that 
It is one of the keystones of 
European economy. The well 
being of the whole continent de 
pends heavily on the fuel and 
the steel products which pour out 
of the Ruhr when its mines and 
factories are working 

Small wonder then that the 
Rubr should become a dangerous 
issue with many angles, Russia's 
cold war against the Western 
Allies having foreed a div yn 
of Germany, the Ruhr lies wholly 
within the western zone and so |s 
under jurisdiction of Tritain 
the United States and France 

The Western powers have two 
main problems, They must get 
the Ruhr industries going full 
blast in order to speed the eco

The sharpest reaction has come 
from the Germans in the western 
zones. They denounce the agree 


ment as depriving the country of 
political and economic reha ta 
tion. Their attitude seems to be 
that they are entitled to reir te 
ment as a major European power 
forthwith 

It's easy to understand t 
sire of the present-day Germans 
to get back into their place in the 
sun. However, the time has come 
when they must know that the 
way of the transgressor is indeed 
hard, and that ;

It is customary at New Year's to draw up “good 
resolutions.” The practice is laudable, but only if we

Resolutions should be clear-cut and definite, 
Merely to say we will lead better liwes or be more chari- 
table is too vague. Better to promise we will go to 
church more often, that we will pray more fervently. 
If we think we should be more generous toward those 
in need, select a person or a cause and begin at once 
giving practical and regular proof of our interest. 

‘he chief motive in making good resolutions should 
be to draw closer to God, Lf we are sincere in our re- 
solves and try honestly to live up to them, we shall as- 
suredly be better individuals next January. 

It should not be forgotten that if we keep one good 
resolution, we will make it easier to formulate and keep 
others as the year goes by. A well-kept resolution may 
be the beginning of a nobier spiritual life. 

Consider, for example, the man who has become 
too fond of liquor and decides he will give up drinking 
altogether, In fighting and eventually overcoming his 
weakness, he begins to see life in new perspectives. 
Having accomplished one moral victory, he is ready for 
others. So he asks himself, how about giving a little 
time to the church, to helping good causes’? How about 
going out of my way to assist needy neighbors? Very 
often, the overcoming of an old vice leads to acquiring 
a whole group of new virtues. 

In making good resolutions we set out to fight the 
weakest parts of our nature. Few of us are proud of our 
sins or faults, We may, however, tend to overlook or to 
minimize their seriousness, That is why the formulation 
of good resolutions is so important, For all we know, 
the salvation of many of us may depend on how well we 
stick to the pledges we make to ourselves and to God at 
this time.
